State Farmers 
Show A Deficit • 
In 1951 Crops 

Kentucky ' farmers ended the 
year 1951 with a deficit in food, 
feed, and fiber production when 
actual output is compared with 
production guides issued early 
last year, R. O. Wilson, chairman 
of the State Agricultural Mobil- 
ization Committee, said here to- 
day. 

Only for barley were produc- 
tion figures equal to goals for the 
state's farms, Wilson said. Ken- 
tucky production of barley in 
1951 was 110 percent of the acre- 
age guide. 
Farmers in the state produced 
per cent of the corn recom- 
mended by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture in last spring's 
acreage guides. Production tot- 
aled 2,180,000 acres. The goal was 
2,4009,000 ' 



Oats production in 1051 totaled 

only 79 per cent of the acreage 
guide. Recommended production 
was 175,000 acres. Kentucky 
farmers grew 138,000 acres. 

A barley acreage guide was 
set at 90,000 acres. Production 
totaled 99.000 acres, 110 per cent 
of the guide. 

Potatoes Abo Off 
Irish potato production was less 
than three-fourths of the .guide. 
An acreage of 27,000 was recom- 
mended, but faimers produced 
only 20,000 acres of these pota- 
toes in Kentucky last year, or 
74 per cent of the guide. 

Sweet potato production in the 
state last year was ony a little 
more than half the recommended 
guide. Production was 5,500 
acres. 55 per cent of the guide of 
10,000 acres. 

Production of soybeans in Ken- 
tucky last year was 96 per cent 
of the recommended guide. 
Farmers harvested 130,000 acres 
of soybeans for beans compared 
with the guide of 135,000 har- 
vested acres. 

Early reports indicated that 1951 
production of cotton in the state 
ony about 88 per cent of the 
recommended guide. Production 
of 16,000 acres was suggested, but 
eary reports indicated a 1951 
output of only 14,000 acres. 

With this deficit already on the 
books, Kentucky farmers will 
need to plan additional produc- 
tion expansions for 1952. 

Farm production goals estab 
lished for most needed crops in 
1952 call for a total production 
in the nation 4 per cent larger 
than in 1951. Special emphasis 
will be placed on feed crops.

Wein- 
traub is a biennial anti and treat- 
ment of his objection to rules 
ves an early inkling of antiad- 
inistration strength. 
With the Assembly in session 
only two days its first week, Rep- 
resentative Carl Ruh of Kenton 
county took time to urge the 
members to conduct themselves 
with dignity. "Behave sensibly 
he said, "Let's act like people." 

Although 10 bills were intro- 
duced in the Senate, six of them 
by Senator Ed P. Warriner of Al- 
bany, and three in the House, 
none of these aroused the corridor 
comment that three other expect- 
ed matters did. 

In the opening week, absence 
of the Governor's message on 
budget, appropriations and taxa- 
tion, the reports of the Functions 
and Resources Commission held 
chief interest in the House. Two 
of these favor the State taking 
ter retail liquor sales and open- 
ig up the relief rolls to public 
scrutiny. 
A proponent of the state liquor 
lonopoly Representative Russell 
Meadows of Morehead, argues 
the liquor monopoly will 
throw more counties into the 
'wet" column by assuring citizens 
of strict control of sales.

Dermatologist Says Sunburn 
May Be More Than Skin Deep 

Sunburn may be more than skin 
deep, a Pittsburgh dermatologist 
warned in an article In the current 
(August) issue of Today's Health, 
published by the American Medical 
Association. 

Besides the Immediate skin burn 
and possible infection resulting from 
excessive exposure to the sun, there 
may be consequences aftr a lapse 
of months to a year, according to 
Dr. Lester Hollander. 

"The acute consequences of a 
sunburn are dwarfed when we con- 
some of the diseases It af- 
fects," he said, listing three. 

One disease, known as xeroderma 
pigmentosum but a rarity, Is mark- 
ed by roughness and dryness of the 
skin. It occurs only in certain 
families, mostly in teen-age boys 
and young men, and develops at the 
site of freckles on the face. At first 
these are unduly deep-hued; later 
they form ulcers and the skin 
around them forms highly malig- 
int cancers. Sunlight accelerates 
ese changes. 

A second, and another infrequent 
disease, Is disseminated lupus ery- 
thematosus, which affects the skin. 
The disease Includes a residual 
dermatitis (at the site of a sun- 
burn, as a rule), leukeopenia (low- 
ering of the white cell content of the 
blood), loss of supporting connec- 
tive tissue in the internal organs 
a gradual and persistent gen- 
eral weakness. 

Thirdly, Dr. Hollander pointed 
out, there are many reports to In- 
dicate that the sun plays a provoca- 
tive role In the development of skin 
cancer, which is found more often 
in people who work outdoors 
" r the sun, like farmers, 
he length of time Bpent in the 
sun, even if it lurks behind clouds, 
is responsible for the broiling of the 
skin and the resultant painful prod- 
uct, most appropriately named 
sunburn," he said. "Sunburn is 
acute dermatitis caused by actinic 
rays. It may be mild or severe; it 
may pass inconsequentially 
may have grave results.

Velocity of Bullet Affects 
'Bang* from Fired Pistol 

The question of what causes th< 
"bang" or noise from a fired gur 
has always intrigued a considerabh 
segment of the shooting public 
Many gunners have taken it foi 
granted that the noise is made b; 
the "explosion" of the powder ii 
the charge. Others have not been si 
willing to accept the theories of lay 
men whose opinions lack the back- 
ing of scientific knowledge. 

Dr. C. S. Cummings, supervisor 
of physics and ballistics research. 
Remington Arms Company, Inc., 
recently wrote an article describing 
some experiments on the analysis 
of the sound from a 22 rim fire 
tridge. These studies revealed that, 
once the velocity of this bullet 
ceeds the velocity of sound in air 
(approximately 1100 feet per 
ond), the major portion of the i 
arises from the so-called ' 
wave" or "shock wave" originating 
with the bullet and the contribution 
of the expanding gases at the muzzle 
is relatively small. It was also 
known that, as the velocity of the 
buUet Increases, the loudness of 
the "crack" or "bang" 
rapidly up to a bullet velocity of 
about 1300 feet per second, after 
which it

A 
relatively minor blow on the eye- 
ball, for example, may seriously

Try to picture yourself a de- 
fendant before a judge and a jury 
who would get a portion of the 
sum involved if they decidid 
against you and nothing if they 
found in your favor. Or, say you 
are charged with a penal law vio- 
lation and the judge and jury get 
a percetage of the fine if you are 
convicted and nothing if you are 
-?quitted. 

If such an outrage against basic 
law and justice should happen in 
a circuit court, individuals and 
newspapers would raise such a 
howl of protest that in all prob- 
ability the governor would call a 
special session of the legilature to 
repeal the law. Or the attorney 
general would ask the court of 
appeals to declare the statute un- 

But there is no protest against 
that kind of outrageous proced-' 
ure in magistrates' courts, where 
hundreds of motorists, truck 
drivers are tried by Justices of 
the peace who get a percentage 
of the fines they assess and noth- 
ing if defendants are dismissed. 
That such outrageous procedure 
should be allowed in a state that 
boasts of its respect for justice is 
unthinkabe. 

Innocent Victims 

Most individuals picked up on 
technical traffic violations and 
fined, often on the uncorrobo- 
rated testimony of a single pa- 
trolman, accept injustice rather 
than ask for a change of venue to 
a county court where they can 
demand a jury. An innocent vic- 
tim of unfair court procedure 
turns bitter toward the law he 
has always been taught to re- 

Frequently the accused are 
from other states. People from a 
distance/ are far mote likely 
to submit to fines than to hire a 
lawyer and wait over from one 
to four days for a jury trial in 
a county court Truckmen can't 
wait for county court trials. Their 
cargoes must be delivered on 
time. 

I'm sure the court of appeals 
would knock out the statute giv- 
ieg trial officers a percentage 
of fines on the grounds that the 
court is prejudiced, but I cer- 
tainly don't want to pay a thous- 
and dollars in fees to make a test 
case. Nobody should have to do 
that.
